Jim Dinkins, a young man who lias 
been engaged in the junk business 
fiere, is said to be the party shoving 
the queer. 
However, he cold not be 
taken into custody as he has left the 
<*ity and is now believed to be in 
Anderson. 
He had relatives in this 
city, but on account of his bad traits

Roy Smelser was seen by a represen­ 
tative of the Daily Republican and 
iold an interesting story of the affair. 
Smelser said in pa rt: “ 1 made the 
money, but 1 will swear it was not 
for illegal purpose.

Smelser made and invented a gas 
engine that was said to be a marvel 
and in many other ways was a me­ 
chanical and inventive genius. 
Dinkins is said to be a bad charac­ 
ter, who has been around street fairs 
and worked occasionally in the junk 
business.
